All this occurred right at Love 
Field, Dallas. 
The cause of the accident was, 


of course, engine failure. And the cafefully 
specific cause was the failure of duration, 
a second engine just as the big 
"lip was landing. 
But it is now disclosed that the 
airliner flew from AUhcirner, Ark., 
to Dallas — nearly 300 air miles— 
with one engine out. And it becomes 
obvious that there were at least two 
emergency fields available to set 
the ship down on had the pilot 
elected to do so — or if he was 
required to do so by (1) American 
Airlines operating procedure or 
(2) rules of the Civil Aeronautics 
Bureau. 
The ship could have landed on 
the Hope municipal airport, former 


Jiarmy air base and tho largest field 
in Arkansas. Or it could probably 
have landed at the smaller air- 
port in Texarkana, an official stop 
on the American Airlines schedule. 
In any event, as pointed out by 
Talbot Fcild, Jr., local attorney 
and pilot, the Hope municipal field 
has lighter runways all night long 
to serve just such an emergency. 
The American Airlines captain 
did not feel that the loss of one 
engine in so giant a ship constituted 
an emergency. He seems to have 
* been correct in that, for the plane 
Wdid continue for 300 miles — and 
cracked up only when a second 
engine failed at the exact moment 
of landing. 
But in view of the eventual com- 
plete disaster which overtook the 
ship and pasengers it seems nec- 


I 


esary now for the CAB to estab- 
lish definite rules about continuing 
flight over an extended distance 
when even one engine is out on 
a four-engine ship.

U.S. Plans to 
Test New Secret 
Atomic Weapon 


Washington, Nov. 30 —(&)— Some 
more, and probably 
even 
more 
deadly, atomic weapons arc going 
to be 
exploded 
by 
the 
United 
States in n secret test. It will be 
weighty with meaning for Russia 
and the rest of an A-bomb Con- 
scious world. 


A joint announcement by the 
atomic energy commission and de- 
Cense department last night gave 
the place — the Mid-Pacific prov- 
ing ground in Eniwetok atoll — but 
kept secret the time. It said only 
that tests are "planned." 


There was an obvious reason for 
concealing the 
month, 
week or 
days on which the tests will be 
made: To foil any attempt by Rus- 
sian submarines or 
airplanes 
to 
steal close enough to the atoll fo 
make some tchnically useful 
ob- 
servations. 


Russia now has produced 
: her 
own atomic explosion. 
Scientists 
here believe that 
Soviet 
bombs 
are far behind the new and vastly 
more powerful designs 
developed 
by the United States.

Apparently no foreign 
visitor.s 
friendly or unfriendly, are wanted 
at Einwetok for the 
forthcoming 
tests. 


The announcement said "full se- 
curity restrictions as required by 
the atomic energy act apply to all 
aspects of test preparations, 
in- 
cluding the time of the tests." This 
was interpreted . in some quarters 
to mean that the rigid provisions 
of the 
atomic 
law, 
prohibiting 
Britain and Canda wouldn't be in- 
vited to send observers. This poli- 
cy would be in line with the previ- 
ous Einwetok test of three weap- 
ons in April and May of 1948, when 
none but American military 
men 
and scientists of the

was present.

Cover crops grow more luxuriant- 
ly when properly fertilized in the 
fall or winter and stimulate higher 
yields of crops that follow, accord- 
ing to Mr. Martindale. He also 
pointed out that there are 
other 
advantages of applying fertilizers in 
the fall or winter. The most im- 
portant of those, he said, is that 
the increased amount of cover crop 
when turned under will make the 
soil more resistant to erosion. It 
will also make more pasture. Like- 
wise it will help to make the plant 
foods that are already in the soil 
more quickly available.
